Buckwheat 


Hog Pasture 


A grain crop to help out in any 
feed shortage. Sown through 
June and early July. Used as 
a quick sure crop where a bad 
spring has ruined other earlier 

' seedings. Sometimes used to 
choke out weeds. Yield is good 
even on thin soils. 


This special mixture provides 8 
to 11 weeks’ use at low cost. 
Useful after other crop fail- 
ures. Quick green feed — often 
ready in 4 weeks. Grows until 
frost; won’t winter. Use 70 
pounds per acre, broadcast or 
with seeder. 


Sweet Corn Sudan Grass 


Tasty, dependable strains. 
Great for an extra “cash crop.” 
Finest hybrids. Get enough 
seed for successive plantings 
and spread the corn-eating 
season over a longer period. 
See catalog for descriptions 
and maturity information. 


Quick, dry-weather pasture. 
Helps maintain milk flow dur- 
ing the hot summer days when 
regular permanent pastures 
dry up. Useful for quick hay, 
too. Sow 30 to 40 pounds per 
acre. Order “Regular” or

Crimson Clover Rape 
For winter cover. Grows on. 
soil too poor for red clover — 
not too dependent on lime. 
Used in corn-fields and or- 
chards. Sown 20 pounds per 
acre, June to late August; ma- 
tures following June. Inoculate 
this seed. 


Sorghum 


Quick pasture for sheep and 
hogs. Inexpensive. Prolific. 
Sow 5 to 6 pounds per acre — 
through spring up to end of 
August. Alone, or with other 
seeds. Pasture when less than 
10 inches high. Stands hard 
usage. 


Millet 


Useful for quick emergency 
hay. On thinner, poor soil. 
Grows fast. Tall; makes tre- 
mendous yields. Japanese is 
most popular. For green feed, 
cut just before seed heads ap- 
pear. Sow at least % bushel 
per acre. 


Valuable as green forage or as 
ensilage. Sometimes used with 
soybeans for silage. Does well 
in dry seasons and on low- 
fertility soils. In addition to 
our regular (cane) sorghum, 
is shorter, earlier ‘“Hegari.” 
Both increasing in use.
